Hie Bike ParkitH Warrant Article . Joey, Ted and Rustem will represent ABAC this 
e\'enu:^ in front of the Redevelopment Board to answ'er questions about the bike parking 
warrant article written by Jack and Joey. Jack asked if ABAC members could speak at 
Town Meeting in favnr of the article. Joey answ'ered tliat that w'as probably not possible. 
Ron asked about the lack of specific language about the t^qie of bicycle rack required. 
Jack answ'ered tliat w'e can provide guidelines to the Department of Public Works so they 
can sen'e as a reference. 

Draft of the new' trail-guide brochure for Minuteman Bikew'av. Jack show'ed us the most 
recent draft of tlie guide w'hich he primarily designed. He asked fetr comments and 
pointed out ttiat tlie new' map contains most^ current information about the path rather 
tlian the pre\'ious liistorical railroad orientation Hiere w'as a lot of information w'Mch 
would not fit into the design or is of too transient a nature so Jack proposed tliat there be 
a companion w'eb site at w'w'w.minutemanbikew'av.info tliat w'illcontain the information 
contained in tlie brochure and the o\'erflow'. Jack gav'e a detailed presentation about the 
design of the brochure w'liich w ilbe rev iew ed by die tliree other tow'ns on the patli before 
pubUcatioti 

Bikew'av maintenance. Jack detv ered an ^:^ldate from Rich Bento about tlie bikew'ay 
repav ing wMch, hopeful!^', wfllliappen in the early spring. Hie project must stiU. go out 
for bid and he doesn’t know how long tliat wiU. take. ABAC will keep in touch w'idi Rich 
to determine w'hen the path w'iUbe paved. In addition. Rich said that the tow'n is doing a 
major cleanup of the v'egetation abi:^ the Bike Path and, hence fortli, maintenance of the 
v'egetation w'ilbe done on a week^' basis by an outside contgractor. 

Transportation Committee update. Hie Transportation Adv'isoiy^ Committee (TAC) has a 
new' web site at w'w'w^.tac.arlingtoiima.us . TAC lias also written an w'arrant article about 
the work to be done on die Mass. Av'e. corridor in East Arlit:gtoti Hiere willbe a public 
meeting on March 26 at the Fox Branch Librar>' to discuss this topic w'idi the citizens. A 
major concern is to increase pedestrian safety. 

Current appointment process . Hie ABAC executiv'e committee has been short members 
for some time. At the next Selectman’s Meeting ABAC is nominating four new' 
appointees, Cliristopher, Ted, Steplian and Scott. In addition Ron and Jack seek 
reappointment. Hie meeting is on March 18 at 7 pm.
